While conditions have besn frightful, as was to be expected, the 
first reports of lives lost and damage done in the various cities 
were somewhat overdrawn. 


In all sections swept by the floods, hercic efforts are being made 


by the people and effective mearorcs taken to care for the refu- 
gees. In adiitioa to the aid provided by the government through 
President Wilson and the state legislature, subscriptions are pour- 
ing in from every direction. In New Ycrk City, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago and ether large cities, as well as many smaller ones, - thou- 
sands of dollars are being donated to relief funds for the suffering. 
The people of the various cities are responding nobly to the call for 
help from their more unfortunate neighbors but the outside help 
'will doubtless be greatly appreciated.
